Department of Social Services gets a new home

On July 9, representatives of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation finalized the Na- 
tion’s purchase of the Western Tech- 
nical College (WTC) Building in 
Black River Falls. Sold because 
WTC needed more space to expand 
its programs, the site will become 
the headquarters for the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Department of Social Serv- 
ices, whose approximately 40 mem- 
ber Black River Falls staff is 
currently working in two locations. 

Social Services anticipates moving 
into the building next January, fol- 
lowing the end of the first semester 
at WTC and Department of Social 
Services Executive Director Eliza- 
beth Haller is already looking for- 
ward to the move. With small 
offices currently in the old health 
clinic next to the Executive Building 
and the old credit union near White- 
tail Crossing, Haller said that some- 
times meeting with clients has been 
difficult. “It just doesn’t provide a 
good environment for our clients. 

We are so happy to know that we fi- 
nally have a place just for us,” she 
said. She added that while at one 
time the Nation had considered 
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building a site for Social Services the new 
building “fits our needs like a glove.” 

The Nation’s purchase of the 8,500 square 
foot building, located at 808 Red Iron Road, 
was the result of a collaborative effort be- 
tween the Nation, WTC and the City of Black 
River Falls that began last year. Located in 
the city’s industrial park, the purchase re- 
quired the City Council approving a zoning 
ordinance that allowed for a use of office 
space in the industrial park. Without the 
change, approved by the City Council on 
June 16, the Nation could not use the facility 
for what they needed. Attorney Michelle 
Greendeer noted the purchase was rare in that 
the Nation was buying state owned property. 

“There were a lot of hurdles to clear,” she 
said. 

Grateful that all the parties got together, 

Haller believes the purchase is “a win-win” 
for the City of Black River Falls and the Ho- Early next year, the current WTC Building will be the home of 
Chunk Nation. the Department of Social Services.

Letter to the Editor 

Dear Tribal 
Members, 


I am writing this letter as a 
means of getting our communi- 
ties more proactive with the 
game of baseball, a game that 
goes back in time. Several Ho- 
Chunk families can look back 
to their forefathers and find 
baseball in their bloodline. I 
used to look at old pictures of 
my choka and the rest of his 
brothers as grown men in base- 
ball uniforms. That gave me 
pride and showed me the game 
was loved by our own people 
as much as the rest of America 
and the world for that matter. In 
today's society, the sport has 
been lost but a handful of us 
parents in the Black River Falls 
community are trying to bring 
it back. 

We’ve came to the conclu- 
sion that baseball is a way to 
bring our kids together, to learn 
to be a team, to build commu- 
nity involvement, and a chance 
to give our kids an opportunity 
to play the game with the 
fairest of chances to grow and 
learn the game. Too often our 
kids are pushed aside, to ac- 
commodate the non native kids. 
We agreed the only way for our 
kids to learn what the game is 
all about and where they can go 
with it, is to coach them our- 
selves. So we went for it. Yes, 
it is a struggle to coach. Yes, it 
is frustrating. But there are just 
enough good things we see that 
keeps us coming back and say- 
ing, “We can do more.” 

Growing up in different eras 
is a struggle within to coach. I 
personally struggle with it be- 
cause when I was a youth, I ex- 
pected alot out of myself and 
was expected alot out of, by 
others. For that I apologize if 
anyone takes offense to my 
coaching philosophies. It's hard 
to get one result because each 
kid is their own individual and 
everyone responds to different 
types of coaching. Most of my 
time is spent understanding 
each kid, which is rewarding 
when I see their eyes light up 
and see how they talk to me in 
a way that I know I am getting 
to them the right way. 

WE NEED MORE COM- 
MUNITY INVOLVEMENT. 
HELP US HELP OUR KIDS. 
WE CAN’T DO THIS 
ALONE. 

Looking at who shows up 
regularly, we are not supporting 
our kids enough. It might be 
just a game to most, but it leads 
to so much more. At one time, 
fifteen kids were on the roster, 
but when it’s game time no one 
shows. For example, we have 
played games with only six 
kids. 

I know it's summer time and 
there are alot of things to do. 
But COMMITMENT to a team 
means SACRIFICE sometimes 
to be a part of a TEAM. When 
someone doesn’t make it for 
practice or to a game, it’s hard 
to figure out where everyone 
should play and who plays 
what position best. 

Our kids shouldn't be dictat- 
ing what they want and don't 


want to do at a young age. If 
we ask our kids to do work 
around the house, should we be 
told that they don't feel like it? 
No. We didn't have that luxury 
growing up. Most of us were 
spanked. (I am not saying 
spank your kids either.) Why 
should they be allowed to quit, 
when they are being asked to 
play a game? Quitters never 
win. We can all remember 
being a part of something we 
didn't feel like doing. But we 
look back and say those things 
helped build character, because 
we made it through something 
we found difficult. It's not 
about winning and losing. It's 
about being involved with our 
kids, and having our kids finish 
what they started. 

We have taken positive 
strives in this community; we 
are in our infancy yet. We now 
have minor league, major 
league, and pony league teams. 
The girls have a softball team. 
It is awesome to see the growth 
and desire to get our kids out 
and playing a game. I can't say 
how much that gives me hope 
for our kids. I hope the other 
communities are taking the 
same steps. I'm not aware and 
can only hope that this is where 
they are with baseball too. 

We have needs to give our 
kids equal ground to stand on. I 
commend Neil Whitegull and 
Roy Littlegeorge for working 
hard to provide fields for us. 

We need at least one field 
scaled to size correctly and 
lights to be on equal terms with 
town. Thank you to the com- 
munity for not vandalizing the 
fields, too often we get things 
from the Nation and it goes to 
waste. It shows our community 
cares, and we can build on it. 
Can the legislature appropriate 
funds for the community to 
meet the needs for our kids? 
Where can we go with base- 
ball? I don't know, but I’m 
dying to find out. It wasn’t my 
wish to coach, I was giving a 
ride to a friend so he could 
coach. Five years later, I’m 
passionate about something 
that wasn’t even thought of be- 
fore that day. I guess if I have a 
dream, it would be to drive into 
the village and see our kids 
playing baseball on their own, 
because they want to. Twenty 
years ago, we would get to- 
gether almost daily, knocking 
on doors to get a crew together 
to play baseball. We didn’t 
have fields, we made our own 
up, we didn’t have nice equip- 
ment, we scrounged for one bat 
and a ball. Now there are 
fields, and equipment and no 
one is playing. That needs to 
change. 

This letter is an attempt to 
put baseball back on the map in 
our communities, for our kids, 
and for their futures. Baseball, 
it's more than just a game.

Happy Summer! With the warm weather and busy sched- 
ules, who wants to spend time cooking, or heat up the kitchen? 
But, at the same time, many families are trying to eat healthier. 
Eating more vegetarian meals is not only a low-cost way to eat 
healthier, but it’s better for the environment too. Beans make a 
great meat substitute as they are high in protein, iron, fiber, and 
other nutrients; but are naturally low in fat, salt and cholesterol. 
If you use canned beans for convenience, rinsing them well 
will remove 40% of the salt. And, if you’re not ready to go 
completely meatless, you can make bean recipes with less 
meat. . . and that’s great too! Here are a couple fast, easy, and 
healthy bean recipes that won’t heat up your kitchen! 

To cook those bags of dried beans, read the directions on the 
back of the bag. Or try using a crock-pot! Place a 1 pound 
(16-oz.) package of dried beans, rinsed and picked over, in the 
crockpot. Add 5 cups of very hot tap water and cover. Cook 
on LOW for 5-7 hours or on HIGH for 3-4 hours until they are 

tender but not 
falling apart. 
Drain into 
colander and 
rinse with cold 
water. If you 
like, you can 
then freeze 
them in freezer 
bags in 2 cup 
amounts, which 
is about equal 
to 1 can of 
cooked beans.

BROWN RICE AND BEAN BURRITOS 

2 Tablespoons salsa, thick and chunky 
1/3 cup water 

1 green pepper, finely diced (or substitute an onion) 

1 can (16 ounces) tomatoes, diced or cut up, not drained 
% cup Minute Brown Rice, uncooked 
% teaspoon dried thyme 
% teaspoon salt (optional) 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 

1 can (15 oz.) black beans or kidney beans, drained and rinsed 
(or 2 cups cooked beans) 

8 whole wheat flour tortillas, about 8-inches in diameter 
Light sour cream (optional) 

Salsa, thick and chunky (optional) 

Spray a large skillet with non-stick cooking spray. Add salsa, water, green bell 
pepper, tomatoes, rice, and seasonings. Bring to a boil. Reduce heat to LOW. 
Cover and simmer for 15 minutes. Stir in beans. Continue to cook on LOW 
heat, covered, for 10 minutes or until most of the liquid is absorbed, stirring occa- 
sionally. 

Warm tortillas in a microwave, in a covered microwave-safe container, for 1 
minute, rotating 14 turn after 30 seconds. Serve 14 cup of filling in each tortilla. 
Top with light sour cream and more salsa if desired, before folding. Makes 8 
burritos; each burrito is 200 calories, 36 grams carbohydrate, 7 g. protein, 3 g. 

EASY BEAN QUESADILLAS 

Per person: 

2 corn tortillas or 2 small whole wheat tortillas 
Low-fat refried beans (such as commodity refried beans) 
or any kind without lard 

Shredded cheese, salsa, light sour cream, diced chile peppers, 
diced tomatoes, diced green onions - any or all as desired 
Spray nonstick skillet or griddle with cooking spray (optional) and heat. Spread 
beans on one tortilla, top with tomatoes, onions, chiles, and/or cheese as de- 
sired. Place tortilla, bean-side-up, on skillet and top 
with second tortilla. Flip quesadilla when 
first side is browned, and brown 
the second side. 

Top with salsa and/or light 
sour cream as desired!

Loving caretakers wanted 

Foster parents in demand

Throughout the United 
States foster parents provide 
temporary shelter for children 
whose parents or legal 
guardians cannot care for 
them. Incarceration, safety 
concerns or the death of a par- 
ent are among the reasons 
why in Wisconsin an esti- 
mated 8,000 children (aged 0- 
18) live in 5,100 foster 
homes. 

According to Nancy 
Gonderzik, Foster Care Re- 
source Development Supervi- 
sor with Lutheran Social 
Services (LSS) in Eau Claire, 
the demand for foster parents 
outweighs the supply and 
agencies across the country 
and is always looking for vol- 
unteers willing to help. She 
explained that foster parents 
are especially needed to care 
for larger sibling groups, 
teenagers and children with 
special needs. As a placement 
agency, LSS works with Na- 
tive government agencies 
throughout Wisconsin, includ- 
ing the Ho-Chunk Nation, 
helping place children where 
it’s best for the children, 
Gonderzik said. Jackie 
Moen-Kadlec, Placement Par- 
ent Coordinator with the Na- 
tion’s Department of Social 
Services stated that while the 
Nation would like to place 


Ho-Chunk children in a Ho- 
Chunk family home, that’s not 
always possible, particularly 
when the child has behavioral 
or AODA issues and that the 
Nation sometimes does rely 
on LSS when placing a child. 

Gonderzik continued that 
because the county agencies 
and the tribes are really the 
“ones in charge”, LSS serves 
as a second layer in the place- 
ment process. Moen-Kadlec 
added that while the situation 
leading to a child’s removal 
from the home can vary, 
guidelines have been estab- 
lished that prioritize where 
Social Services would have to 
place the child. She ex- 
plained that when Ho-Chunk 
Child and Family Services re- 
move a child, the child re- 
mains in the Nation’s custody. 
When the county removes a 
Ho-Chunk child the child re- 
mains in the county’s custody 
although the county is re- 
quired to notify the Nation. 
Ideally, she said every child 
would then be placed with a 
Ho-Chunk family member. 
The next priority would be a 
Ho-Chunk home, then a Na- 
tive home. Moen-Kadlec 
stressed that there is a need 
for Ho-Chunk placement 
homes. She noted that the 
shortage of Ho-Chunk place- 
ment parents, particularly in 
Jackson County, had led the 


Nation to work with LSS. 

Gonderzik believes that fos- 
ter parents can have a positive 
impact on both the child’s and 
their parent’s lives. Along 
with providing the children a 
safe environment, she be- 
lieves foster parents can serve 
as role models and examples 
to the parents who have lost 
their children. Because all 
children come with families, 
Gonderzik explained that fos- 
ter parents do need to be in- 
volved with the foster child’s 
family. “Often they can teach 
the parents,” she said. 

Gonderzik continued that 
as part of that process, foster 
children are allowed to have 
contact with their parents and 
guardians when placed in a 
foster home. “Contact with 
the parents is a critical com- 
ponent. We want to be the 
least disruptive as possible,” 
she said. 

Gonderzik believes that be- 
cause in some cases the chil- 
dren needing foster care have 
often been exposed to trauma 
or violence, foster parents do 
need to be special people. 

“We need people willing to 
care for the child and act in 
the best interest of the child,” 
she said. The challenge, she 
said, is to find people willing 
to provide guidance, disci- 
pline and understanding. 
“They need to provide more 


than an empty bed,” she 
stressed. 

After determining the phys- 
ical and mental needs of the 
child, Gonderzik and Moen- 
Kadlec explained both LSS 
and the Ho-Chunk Nation 
tries to keep the transition to a 
foster home as easy as possi- 
ble for the children. 

Using a holistic approach, 
Gonderzik explained, “we try 
to keep a sense of normalcy 
for the kids.” The normalcy 
includes placing the children 
in homes that are close 
enough for the parents or 
guardians to visit and perhaps 
allows the children to attend 
the same school. Once 
placed, the child is visited at 
least twice a month by a LSS 
staff member who determines 
if the child is getting the help 
and support needed. Moen- 
Kadlec added that Ho-Chunk 
Social Services visits each 
foster placement home at least 
once a month. 

Both LSS and the Ho- 
Chunk Nation recognize the 
shortage of foster homes and 
hope that by sharing their re- 
sources and working together, 
Ho-Chunk children will be 
placed in the best home avail- 
able. Both women stressed 
that while there are foster 
homes available, there is a 
need for more. 

Although foster parents can 


come from any walk of life, 
be home owners or renters, 
working or retired, foster par- 
ents for LSS need to be at 
least 21 -years-old and meet 
two of the following criteria: 

• High school graduate or 
equivalent. 

• Five years of experience 
parenting or working with 
children. 

• Previous experience as a 
foster parent. 

• Previous experience as a 
respite care provider to a 
foster family. Respite care 
provides typically provide 
relief to the foster parents 
one weekend a month. 

• A substantial relationship 
with a specific child or teen 
to be placed in care. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation Fam- 
ily Code also stipulates that 
persons convicted of two mis- 
demeanors or a felony, are in- 
eligible to provide foster 
placement care. 

Lutheran Social Services 
and the Ho-Chunk Nation 
both provide training, 24-hour 
support and monetary com- 
pensation to foster parents.

Modern technology offers a 
safety net for emergencies 

SOS Alert Telephone targets senior citizens living alone

More than 6.5 million peo- 
ple over 65 years old, includ- 
ing nearly five million women 
live alone. In many cases 
older people need to decide 
between safe, adequate hous- 
ing and other necessities. 
Public housing units are in 
short supply and often fail to 
meet the minimum standards 
of health and safety. 

For senior citizens living 
alone, safety is a special con- 
cern. Sometimes the conse- 
quences can be serious. 
Though it is debatable if sen- 
iors living alone are more 
more susceptible to crime 


than the the general popula- 
tion, there is no doubt the fear 
of crime is a cause of anxiety. 
Additionally there is a fear of 
isolation among the elderly, 
particularly among women. 
The consequences of an acci- 
dent or fall can be serious for 
older people. Those living 
alone need a safety net they 
can fall into when hurt or 
threatened. 

Some counties, like Wake 
County in North Carolina, 
offer a Senior Well-Check 
Program. Seniors participat- 
ing in the program are auto- 
matically checked on by 
phone 365 days a year. Many 
seniors depend on their chil- 


dren or friends to monitor 
their well being. Though the 
caretakers mean well, they are 
likely not available 24/7 and 
may not be able to provide 
immediate help in an emer- 
gency. 

Medical alert systems de- 
veloped in the 1980’s help 
elders and others living alone 
get help in an emergency, usu- 
ally with the touch of a but- 
ton. Stuart Taylor, Ho-Chunk 
Nation TAU Benefit Special- 
ist, said that the Nation is cur- 
rently providing such a 
service to tribal elders at a 
cost of $30 a month. 

At the recent Elders Picnic, 
Paul Klocko with ElderCom 


offered an alternative. Elder- 
Com specializes in providing 
individuals Wisconsin 
Telecommunication Equip- 
ment Purchase (TEPP) vouch- 
ers to obtain the equipment 
they need to improve tele- 
phone communications. In 
addition to providing phones 
with greater amplification, 
louder ring tones and tones, 
the company can also provide 
an Amplified SOS Alert Tele- 
phone, designed to help those 
needing immediate help get 
that help with the touch of a 
button. 

Available for a one-time 
cost of $100, the Talker 
500ER features a large, easy 


to read large keyboard, a vol- 
ume controlled speaker phone 
and the ability to store up to 
30 phone numbers, that with 
the touch of a button will be 
called in an emergency. With 
the touch of a button, the 
phone will dial the numbers in 
the order listed until someone 
answers. 

Klocko explained that while 
the system was designed with 
senior citizens living alone in 
mind, anyone can apply for 
phone. For information on

Three casino patrons and 
three area food pantries were 
the beneficiaries of the Ho- 
Chunk Gaming-Nekoosa 
sponsored “Market Sweep” 
held June 29 at the Piggly 
Wiggly Supermarket in 
Nekoosa. 

Selected at random, three 
casino patrons (the shoppers) 
were paired with representa- 
tives of three area food banks 
and given six minutes to fill 
as many shopping carts as 
possible. The shoppers got to 
keep all the items selected and 
the food pantry received a 
check matching the cost of the 
items. In addition, both the 
shopper and the food pantry 
received a $ 500 bonus for 
finding all the items on a list 
given them and were re- 
warded for finding “bonus 
bucks” coupons placed 
throughout the store. Each 
shopper received three cool- 
ers, valued at $164.58, to take 
home the groceries selected 
and the food pantry received 
that much additional money. 

Indirectly benefitting was 


the locally owned grocery 
store where the spree was 
held. Owner George Ko- 
mtved explained that the 
nearly $6,000 spent during the 
sweep far exceeds an average 
day’s revenue. The money 
helps his employees and just 
as important keeps money in 
the local community, he said. 

The lucky shoppers were 
Janet Jones-Nekoosa, Carol 
Oleson- Vesper and Ray 
Niehaus-Marshfield. 

Jones was paired with John 
Steele who represented the 
South Wood County Emer- 
gency Pantry Shelf-SWEPS in 
Wisconsin Rapids. 
Spokesperson Judy Steele 
said that SWEPS volunteers, 
working with an annual 
budget of $48,000, responded 
to 1374 requests in 2009 and 
provided food to over 4,000 
people in need. 

Together, Jones and Steele 
gathered $1,685.31 in food 
and merchandise. Jones re- 
ceived an additional $850 in 
bonus money and SWEPS 
was presented a check for 
$2,699.89. 

Next to shop the aisles were 


Oleson, who participated in 
the event last year, and Den- 
nis Bucher, representing St. 
Vincent de Paul in Marsh- 
field. Spokesperson Deb Stel- 
tenpohl stated that St. 
Vincent’s typically distributes 
food to about 600 families a 
month. 

Oleson and Bucher filled 
their carts with $2,041 .22 
worth of groceries and other 
supplies. Oleson received 
$750 in bonuses and St. Vin- 
cent received a check for 
$2,955.80. 

The last team to shop was 
Niehaus and his partner, 

Linda Froehlich with Opera- 
tion Bootstrap in Stevens 


Point. Froehlich stated that 
her organization typically fills 
about 100 orders a week for 
people needing groceries. 

Along with picking up 
$2,238.46 worth of food and 
other supplies off the shelves, 
the team earned $500 for find- 
ing every item on its list and 
additional $350 in cash 
bonuses. Along with his gro- 
ceries, Niehaus received a 
check for $850. Operation 
Bootstrap was awarded 
$3,253.04. 

Along with members of the 
Ho-Chunk Gaming-Nekoosa 
staff and Piggly Wiggly em- 
ployees, helping out was DJ 
Ed Paulson of WYTE-106.5 


FM who kept track of the 
time each team was on the 
shopping floor. 

When the carts were put 
away, it was determined that 
the three shoppers won a total 
of $8,908.73 in cash and mer- 
chandise. The three food 
pantries received cash totaling 
the same amount. 

In conjunction with the 
event, Ho-Chunk Gaming - 
Nekoosa and the Piggly Wig- 
gly hosted food drives at their 
locations. All items donated 
were divided among the three 
pantries.

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General Council Agency 
submits resolutions for 
General Council 2010

To be held on September 18, 2010 at Ho-Chunk Convention Center in 
Baraboo, General Council 2010 is expected to focus on issues relating to 
the Nation’s hiring practices, the Nations’ relationship with the State of 
Wisconsin, past decisions made by the voters that affect the Nation’s 
Constitution and how General Council is organized and functions. 

Located in the Executive Building, the Office of General Council has re- 
ceived four resolutions to be reviewed prior to being taken before the Na- 
tions’ membership. A summary of each is below: 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 1: 

NOW THERFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the General Council 
hereby orders the Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature to enact a resolution 
amending the Employee Relations Act, cited at 6HCC5; and BE IT 
FURTHER RESOLVED this resolution must ratified within 60 days of 
the passage of this General Council resolution; and BE IT FURTHER 
RESOLVED that the resolution must include the provision that all appli- 
cants who qualify for any Ho-Chunk and/or Native American preference 
must be given an interview; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
the policy of awarding points is changed to be cumulative to ensure that 
applicants are given credit for all preference points for which they are en- 
titled and that applicants with families that are Tribal Members are given 
higher priority to be hired than applicants that do not have Tribal Mem- 
ber families to support; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that they 
are written in such a manner to ensure that applicants with larger families 
are awarded preference points for each dependent Tribal Member child; 
and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that these amendments also ensure 
that non-member parents and spouses of Tribal Members are given pref- 
erence even if this means that a non-member is hired over a Tribal Mem- 
ber in situations where the non-member is providing support for a Tribal 
Member family; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that preference is 
not extended to non-native parents that do not actually reside on a full- 
time basis with the Tribal Member dependent children for whom they are 
claiming credit; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that they are writ- 
ten in such a manner to ensure that the penalties for non-compliance with 
this policy be severe enough to prevent them from being disregarded or 
circumvented. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 2: 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the General Council 
hereby Orders the Ho-Chunk Nation to enter into negotiations with the 
State of Wisconsin as soon as allowable by the current Compact to add 
provisions within the Ho-Chunk Nation-State of Wisconsin Gaming 
Compact to provide tangible and substantial benefits to the Ho-Chunk 
Tribal Membership in consideration for these payments; and BE IT 
FURTHER RESOLVED that the Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature must re- 
port, in the Ho-Chunk Tribal Newsletter, commonly known as the Hocak 
Worak, within 30-days of the passage of this resolution, the date upon 
which said ordered negotiations can begin; and BE IT FURTHER RE- 
SOLVED that the tangible and substantial benefits to the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Tribal Membership shall include at minimum provisions to allow for 
the exemption of its membership from the individual payment of and fees 
or taxes that imposed by the State of Wisconsin such but not limited to: 
income taxes, property taxes, driver’s license fees, license plate fees, 
hunting and fishing licenses, all sales and use taxes; and BE IT FUR- 
THER RESOLVED that the tangible and substantial benefits the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Tribal Membership shall be extended to ALL Tribal 
Members and shall not require the Tribal Member to reside on Tribal 
Trust Land; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that these benefits 
shall be extended to members of the Ho-Chunk Tribal Member’s family 
who are married to or are a dependent child of the Ho-Chunk Tribal 
Member and reside with the Ho-Chunk Tribal Member and are enrolled 
in a Federally Recognized Tribe; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED 
that there shall be a provision in the Compact that will allow for the pay- 
ment of any fees and taxes made to the State of Wisconsin or any of its 
municipalities or local governments by the Ho-Chunk Nation, an individ- 
ual member of the Tribe, or a spouse or dependent child of a Ho-Chunk 
Nation Tribal Member to be deducted directly from any payments made 
to the State of Wisconsin by the Ho-Chunk Nation through the presenta- 
tion of a receipt proving fees or taxes were paid; and BE IT FURTHER 
RESOLVED the inclusion of these benefits in the Ho-Chunk Nation- 
State of Wisconsin Gaming Compact shall be conducted and concluded 
within 18 months of the start of negotiations; and BE IT FURTHER 
RESOLVED the Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature is directed to authorize 
an increase in the payments being made to the State of Wisconsin only if 
these provisions cannot be attained through other negotiation methods. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 3: 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, to further debate, fairness, 


informed decisions, and to better insure the dissemination of important 
information to Ho-Chunk General Council Members, resolutions will 
only be accepted through the Office of General Council under the follow- 
ing schedules and procedures. Office of the General Council shall mail 
submitted resolutions and comments to all Ho-Chunk General Council 
members. The Office of General Council may set the order of the agenda 
items through a mailed response form from General Council members. 

Annual Meeting 

• Resolution Submission Deadline Cutoff- 120 days before date of 
Annual meeting 

• Office Mails Submitted Resolutions Booklet- 105 days before date 
of Annual meeting 

• Resolution Comment Submission Cutoff-45 days before date of 
Annual Meeting 

• Office mails Submitted Comments Booklet-30 days before date 
of Annual meeting 

Emergency resolutions shall only be removals, recalls or resolutions re- 
garding actions occurring within 150 days before the Annual Meeting. 
Emergency resolutions can be added to the agenda from the floor. 

• Special Meeting (if time permitting) 

• Resolution Submission Deadline Cutoff-75 days from date of 
Special Meeting 

• Office Mails Submitted Resolutions Booklet-60 days from date of 
Special Meeting 

• Resolution Comment Submission Cutoff-35 days from date of 
Special meeting 

• Office Mails Submitted Comment Booklet- 20 days from date of 
Special Meeting 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the General Council humbly requests 
that the Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature consider these expenses when ap- 
proving the General Budget; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the 
General Council humbly requests that the Ho-Chunk Legislature modify 
the General Council budget to reflect for the Resolution Booklet printing 
and mailing expenses required if a Special General Council is called; and 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the General Council humbly requests 
that the Ho-Chunk legislature modify the General Council 2010/2011 fis- 
cal year budget with an increase of $XXXXX for the Resolution Booklet 
printing and mailing expenses required for the next Annual General 
Council in 2011; and BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that above re- 
quested actions for the Executive and Legislative branches of govern- 
ment shall take place within 90 days after this resolution is passed by 
General Council.

Article V, Section 14. General Council Review Requirement. A ny 
codes, ordinances, resolutions, or statutes (collectively referred to as 
“Legislation”) passes pursuant to Section 2(a) must be reviewed for Gen- 
eral Council Resolutions. Any Legislation must contain a provision by 
the Vice-President that expressly states a search of General Council Res- 
olution was performed and that resolution does not conflict. If the Legis- 
lation does conflict with a General Council Resolution, then the 
Legislation must be presented to General Council as provided in Article 
IV, Section 3 (b). BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President 
shall direct the Executive Branch to amend any and all policies, proce- 
dures and guideline requiring any Legislation must contain a provision 
that a search was performed and that it does not conflict with General 
Council Resolutions. BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Chief 
Justice shall direct the Judicial Branch to amend any and all codes or 
Legislation must contain a provision that a search was performed to en- 
sure compliance with and that the proposed Legislation or code does 
comply with all General Council Resolutions. BE IT FURTHER RE- 
SOLVED, that the above requested actions for the Executive and Leg- 
islative branches of government shall take place within 90 days after this 
resolution is passed by General Council. Failure to take action within 90 
days shall constitute malfeasance as defined in the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Constitution.

The Annual Mashpee Pow- 
wow took place in Mashpee, 
Massachusetts, Land of the 
Wampanoag which means 
“People of the first light” dur- 
ing the weekend of 4 th of July. 
Rather than watch a spectacu- 
lar display of fireworks, visi- 
tors, spectators, and tribal 
members across Indian coun- 
try patiently waited for sun- 
down so they could watch the 
brave men of the Eastern 
tribes play what is called 
“Fire Ball”. If you enjoy 
watching football, soccer, or 
rugby then Fire Ball would be 
awesome. The ball is actually 
on fire and has to be thrown 
bare handed through a goal 
which is also on fire. 

A few years back, Ho- 
Chunk tribal member Heath 
Littlejohn was invited to play 
by another Ho-Chunk tribal 
member who is also part of 
the Narragansett origin, David 
Greendeer. It has been three 
years since David has been 
back home to his East Coast 
family. His route from Wis- 
consin, through Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, New York, and 
finally Massachusetts made 
for a great visit and a much 
needed vacation for Green- 


deer’s family, but of course 
the trip was too short to 
squeeze everything in. 

A ride to the East Coast 
with little kids and potty 
breaks, humidity, hours upon 
hours of driving with crazy 
drivers passing you at 90 
miles per hour in a 7 passen- 
ger grand caravan that still 
smells like sour milk from the 
previous renters, makes for 
the ultimate trip and a good 
story in the future to remi- 
nisce. 

After a small bout with the 
rental agency, Greendeer ’s 
wife victoriously was 
awarded a new rental they 
picked up in Dejope as they 
headed East. “We switched 
cars and finally got on the 
road, minus the smell! The 
only bad issue with switching 
cars was that we had to give 
up the free GPS, but being 
wonk sheik and a stubborn 
male, directions and a map 
were not needed for the dura- 
tion of the trip,” Greendeer 
said. 


“The ride to the east coast 
was smooth,” said Greendeer. 
Finally arriving to the Bourne 
Bridge to get to the Cape Cod 
area, the first stop was to the 
best crab Rangoon and 
chicken wings ever, and of 
course the next stop was to 
Walmart. After a long drive, 
crab Rangoon, shopping on 
the East Coast at Walmart, 
they finally arrived at their 
host’s residence to sit back 
and relax. 

Years ago, Greendeer said, 
“Our host was one of the indi- 
viduals responsible for saving 
my Jaji’s life,” and the story 
goes like this: 

My Nani and Jaji had offi- 
cially gotten divorced, some- 
time in 84’ . My father called 
his best friend. Cried and told 
him of his heartbreak, that he 
was broke and how he didn ’t 
want to lose his life, wife and 
only son. His friend told him 
that if he wanted to get away, 
not to worry about money, 
and that he would have a 
ticket ready for him at the air- 
port. He loved his wife and 
hated her for what she had 
done. How could this have 
happened? Emotionally, my 
Jaji was a wreck at the time. 
He packed his bags with his 
belongings and hitchhiked to 


the airport. As fate would 
have it, my Choka had some 
sort of intuition, as he always 
had, and happened to be the 
individual to pick up my fa- 
ther, and gave him a ride to 
the airport. 

Jaji used to speak of this 
ride all the time. When he got 
in the car, Choka simply 
asked him, “Cha Cho, where 
are you going? ” “To the air- 
port” , Jaji replied. “Haa” 

The rest of the ride was 
quiet. 

When Jaji arrived at the 
airport, Choka got out of the 
car and walked with Jaji into 
the airport. Choka bought 
him some lunch and they ate 
in silence. When they were 
finished, Choka turned to him, 
gave him a hug and some 
pocket change and left. He 
knew that Jaji was hurt, and 
he did what only a loving fa- 
ther could do at that time, he 
supported him and didn’t try 
to stop him. Waxopini xuda 
would watch over him, the 
spirits would as well. But Jaji 
had to decide for himself and 


find the strength in himself to 
live and change his life. 

When Jaji got to the east 
coast, he had basically no 
money, and literally only a 
small bag and a few belong- 
ings. He stayed in Boston for 
a bit, his buddy mentioned 
that a pow-wow was coming 
up and that he wanted to 
sing. Jaji always wanted to 
sing. I cannot remember a 
time when he didn ’t want to 
sing. Whether he had one 
singer or ten, he was always 
there and always wanted to 
share the songs and bring joy 
to people. He lived for that, 
and they made it to Mashpee. 

On his first evening there, 
he was introduced to a large 
man with a deep voice and 
soon understood that this man 
possessed what was perhaps 
one of the strongest hand- 
shakes ever. No, not because 
of the fifty dollar bill he had 
in his hand when he wel- 
comed my father to the Mash- 
pee area but rather because 
of the fact that that handshake 
and welcoming to a complete 
stranger by a complete 
stranger perhaps helped save 
his life. 

He lived amongst the people 
there for years. He shared 
our songs with the people on 
the coasts and went to pow- 
wows and survived. Then my 
mother died. 

We (my nani and I) had 
been living in Rhode Island 
for a few years. It was in the 
summer between fourth and 
fifth grade that she passed. I 
was staying with Jaji at the 
trailer for a few weeks and 
was at the sitter ’s place when 
it happened. I remember 
looking into the sky an hour 
before Jaji showed up. It was 
a bright bright day. The sun 
was shining and suddenly it 
started to rain. Not a cloud in 
the sky. 

Singing practices were good 
times. The boys would show 
up. I’d help clear the room in 
the trailer and set up chairs 
and we would sing. We prac- 
ticed, traveled, went to so- 
cials, and shared the music 
everywhere we went. Some- 
times after the pow-wows 
would end for the day (as 
most grounds had no lights 
back then), the guys would 
sing social dances and 49 on 
grounds around afire till 
early in the morning. Not the 
type of “49” that involved 
partying, but the type that in- 
volved singing and dancing 
and being together. Jaji 
formed strong lifelong friend- 
ships with those boys. 

One night in the trailer be- 
fore practice, Jaji and Darryl 
had been working on a new 
song. The tune would be Ho- 
Chunk but the words would be 
Wampanoag. The song was 
written and finalized over the 
course of the next few days. 

As it so happened, the red star 
was out one night. I was 
standing outside the social 
(like a mini powwow) and we 
were just told that one of our 
singer ’s mothers was real sick 
and in the hospital. They did- 
n’t know if she would make it. 
Jaji came outside, I was look- 


ing at Mars. He said “kunu, 
we ’re gonna sing that song 
for her.” “Pray”. 

We sang the song for the 
Wampanoag people that night 
for the first time ever. An 
hour later during the social, 

( in an age before cell phones) 
someone received a call at 
their residence from the gaga 
we were singing for. She was 
crying and said she could 
hear us praying for her and 
singing in her hospital room. 
She said she knew we were 
singing for her. Whatever her 
condition was at that time, I 
remember the person saying 
that her doctor thought it was 
a miracle because she mirac- 
ulously healed. I think it was 
faith and the heart and 
prayers that allowed her to 
hear that song, and I know 
God heard us. 

Greendeer was able to pow- 
wow, visit, laugh, dance, and 
sing during his visit to the 
East Coast. Fully enjoying his 
vacation and everything going 
good, there was a story told 
that was very disturbing to 
Greendeer. He was told “The 
fishermen are seeing the lob- 
sters migrate north, the water 
is warming at a rate no one 
can recall, seals are now in 
the area and Great White 
sharks are now in the waters. 
Scallops are having a rough 
time and different species of 
fish and even a manatee have 
found their way to Cape Cod 
and the bays.” 

Greendeer was also told that 
a tornado ripped through the 
east recently (another highly 
unlikely event for that area) 
and torrential rains and other 
unnatural changes to the envi- 
ronment are happening. 
Greendeer made mention that, 
“In other areas of this world 


we are seeing earthquakes, 
flooding; oil spills, and mass - 
migrations of animals, vol- 
canic activity and unnatural 
global warming.” 

Coincidence or not, but the 
same friend that helped 
Greendeer’s Jaji a number of 
years back, who many knew 
as Bouncer, Heyna, or Lyle 
Greendeer, Jr., was now rid- 
ing “shotgun” with David and 
his family to help drive and 
show his support for the 
Greendeer family. David 
said, “We picked up my 
Dega. He had a stroke years 
ago and is paralyzed on his 
left side and went to give our 
respects to his mother.” 

Although grand entry was at 
noon, they still sat up with her 
beyond Midnight, and lis- 
tened to her speak about her 
life. “God works in mysteri- 
ous ways, and for whatever 
reason, I was meant to be 
there,” said Greendeer. “I 
shared stories with her that 
was I told by Choka and as I 
left, she said “you gave me a 
lot to think about.” I love her, 
and for this reason I wanted to 
share with all of you what she 
said to me”: 

“Let us pray for one an- 
other and for our relatives all 
over. Whatever is happening 
to our world, as individuals, 
prayer will help us to help 
one another, we must believe 
in God. ” After 97 years of 
life she always stuck to that 
principal, the same principal 
that my father, my Jaji stuck 
to as well when he was alive. 
The people out there saved 
him; hence, the people saved 
me. That song saved us, those 
prayers saved us. (God) Wax- 
opinixuda.

We are looking for age ranges from 20 + for the 
FIRST MAN AND FIRST WOMAN and between 12-20 for the 
FIRST BOY and FIRST GIRL. These roles require singing, play- 
ing flute and drums, and movement/dance ability. 

“JOHN TWO RIVERS, 24, a young Lakota Sioux businessman 
from Chicago.” This character has had a vision of the White Buf- 
falo and develops a relationship with the young white woman who 
lives on the farm.

Nick Smith 19 years old, is 
the youngest of three boys 
and is a recent 2010 graduate 
from Lincoln High School in 
Wisconsin Rapids. He is the 
son of Keith Smith and Ho- 
Chunk tribal member Valerie 
Smith. For the past 3 Vi years 
he has been racing at the Cen- 
tral Wisconsin BMX track lo- 
cated in Wisconsin Rapids. 

For some, fast cars, loud 
music, big rims, the newest 
game system, or even the 
most up-to-date cell phone is 
what makes them happy. For 
Nick, it’s a bike, not only a

bike, but an intense Podium 
BMX bike. 

BMX racing has been 
around for years but it wasn’t 
until 2008 that it became a 
medal sport at the Summer 
Olympics in Beijing. BMX 
racing is a type of off-road bi- 
cycle racing which are sprint 
races usually on a single-lap 
race track consisting of a 
starting gate for up to eight 
racers, a dirt race course, and 
sometimes involve many 
types of jumps, twists, and 
turns with large banked cor- 
ners to help riders maintain 
speed. 

The reason Nick got in- 
volved with BMX racing was 
because he stumbled across it 
on the internet one day and 
heard someone talk about it. 
After a few trials on various 
bikes, he finally came across 
his current bike. He says, 

“It’s something to do and it’s 
fun.” He also stated it’s a 
sport you can advance at your 
own pace. “Each rider’s indi- 
vidual commitment is impor- 
tant to how fast they advance 
from Novice to Intermediate 
and so on. You are not held to 
any particular amount of wins 
in order to stay involved in 
the sport.” 

“Most riders not only prac- 
tice a lot but they work out 
regularly to be ready for 
races.” With a lot of hard- 
work, dedication, and com- 
mitment, Nick has already 
placed in the “Top 3” several 
times in the short amount of 
time he has been racing. Like 
any other sport, BMX racing 
is a physically active sport. 
Depending on his schedule, 


Nick races about two to three 
times a week. 

In 2009, he placed in the 
17-18 year old Novice Divi- 
sion at an ABA Nationals 
event and took home a 2nd 
place and two 3rd place tro- 
phies. In BMX racing, riders 
are separated into age groups 
and then into Novice, Inter- 
mediate, Expert, and Pro. In 
order to advance into the next 
division, a BMX racer has to 
earn enough 1st place finishes 
and work their way through 
each group where the process 
starts over. 

Travelling as far as Rock- 
ford, Illinois for the Mid-west 
Nationals, he has also com- 
peted in Elkhom, Wl which is 
an indoor track in Southern 
Wisconsin. 

Currently, Campus Cycle 
from Stevens Point has been 
Nick’s sponsor for the past 
two years who sponsor about 
20 BMX racer’s each season. 
As a sponsored rider, Nick 
gets some discount on parts 
needed and a team jersey to 
wear while racing. As a be- 
ginner, starting equipment can 
range anywhere from $300 to 
$600. 

Nick plans to keep racing 
competitively and is currently 
trying to find a full or part 
time job to help fund his 
sport. He does plan on attend- 
ing college or possibly joining 
the military in the near future. 
Right now, he is just enjoying 
his summer and is happy to be 
done with High School and 
drug and alcohol free. 

If you’re interested or 
would like to see more of 
BMX racing, the Badger State 


Nationals will be taking place 
July 23-24, and it will be the 
first time they will ever have 
visited the Central Wisconsin 
BMX track and will feature 
BMX riders from all over the 
United States. Fees do vary 
from race to race, but typi- 
cally, on a regular race night 
the fee is under $10, and 
FREE for all spectators. 


“This type of race has been a 
long time coming for our 
area. Recent upgrades to the 
track over the last year with 
help from all the BMX racers 
and families have helped 
make the track nationally cer- 
tified,” says Keith Smith. He 
also says, “It would be nice to 
see more Natives/Ho-Chunk 
kids get involved.” 


Cooking through sustainability 
and using natural foods

On June 25, Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion tribal member, Rhonda 
(Goodbear) Funmaker, stood 
before approximately 35 in- 
terested viewers at the Farm- 
ers Market in Rome 
demonstrating a natural way 
of cooking through sustain- 
ability with the focus on using 
fresh, locally raised foods. 

Funmaker was contacted by 
one of the organizers, Ruth 
Spiegelhoff, through a pro- 
gram which is funded by the 
Community grant funds 
through the Community 


Foundation of Greater South 
Wood County. In the past 
three years, this program has 
matured to a weekly event 
with special demonstrations 
held in a gazebo, which Fun- 
maker was able to be a part 
of. 

Spiegelhoff has tried con- 
tacting Rhonda in the past, 
but having gone through a 
few hardships, Funmaker was 
unable to attend. This year 
was Funmaker ’s first year to 
get back into doing what she 
loves best, cooking and 
demonstrating her natural 
ways taught to her as a child. 


Rhonda’s love for natural 
foods began around an open 
fire as a little girl. She learned 
how to grow her own fruits 
and vegetables, and also take 
care of wild game and fish. To 
survive, she was always 
taught to pass on her skills 
and her lessons learned. As a 
parent, she made her own 
baby food and would find 
ways to incorporate nutritious 
things but did not deprive her 
children from sweets such as 
caramel com and pizza we all 
love. She says, “We l ik e to 
eat our sweets,” so she tries to 
find ways to cook with a 
sweet ki nd of twist to it. 

Rhonda believes in sustain- 
ability, “use everything we 
can and don’t waste things.” 
Although preparation takes 
more time and a lot of hard 
work, the outcome is greater 
and much healthier. Who 
would ever think to make a 
drink out of dandelions, 
freeze apple peelings, or saute 
radishes for a dessert. 

Rhonda demonstrated exactly 
what could be done by using 
those techniques. 

Throughout her presenta- 
tion, many positive words 
were said and a lot of oohs 
and ahhs to what was being 
witnessed. For instance, one 


audience member said, “it 
was a beautiful presentation 
and she makes wonderful 
things.” Many asked about a 
cookbook but Rhonda says al- 
though it’s in process, she is 
not yet close to publishing 
yet. 

Rhonda has been a part of 
many organizations such as 
opening for a folk program at 
the University of Wisconsin 
Madison, Master Gardener’s 
through Wood County, the 
Wisconsin Arts Board, the 
Wisconsin Humanities Coun- 


cil and the Wisconsin Histori- 
cal Society as a cultural 
scholar. 

“The place to be on Friday 
mornings” where locally 
grown fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles, cranberry products, cut 
flowers, plants, specialty 
foods, homemade soaps, bak- 
ery, seafood, and much more 
can be purchased at the Rome 
farmers market from 8am to 
lpm through October 1 . You 
just might run into Rhonda 
and take home some of her 
natural ways of cooking.
